Art. 1.— Daar zullen vier Loands-scho- 
len op bet eiland zjn, nameltk twee van 
den eersten rang. en twee van den tweeden 
rang; zullemie de eerstgemeiden in de 
Willemstad eu aan de overzyde der haven, 
en de laatstgemekden in de Willemstad of 
op Pietermaay en aan de Overzide der 
haven, gevestigd worden.

Captain Chitty and the crew of the Insur- 
gent privateer Libertador, „consisting of a 
motely groupe of whites, indians, mulattoes, 
samboes, and blacks, and some undefined 
grades, praduced from an intermuixture with 
whites, indians, browns and blacks, were 
brought before the sitting magistraies m 
Kingston, on the 20th of November, and 
having been iuterrogated were committed 
to goal, but bis grace the governor had 
subsequently ordered that they should be 
liberated and sent off the island as speedily 
as possible. Captain Chitty, and John 
Graham, one of his officers, probably the 
major of marines, were, however, detaincd 
in custody, and are to stand their trial for 
acts of piracy aud misdemeanors commit- 
ted on the high seas. 

_ The Tarantula, Poolman, from Aux- 
Cayes, last Port-Royal, in two months, ar- 
rived at Plymouth on the 1ith Oct. with 
army accoutrements which she touk out 
from London in May last, fur M’Gregor's 
army. 

Accounts from the Havanna, state, that 
an expedition, consisting of 1000 men, Was 
about proceeding in two ships, one brig, 
and several smaller vessels, against Saint 
Andreas and Old Provulence, in order to 
route out the ptratical hordes, who hare 
made those places a desposit for their 
plunder. 

The Chilian squadran under Lord Coch- 
raue, consistiug of three heavy frigates, 
three corvettes, and two brigs, had arrived 
off Callao, on the 28th Sept. they had on 
board a number of Congreve's Rockets, 
for an bostile attempt. 

General St. Marti::, of the Independent 
service, had landed at Pisqoa, abuut-100 
leagues south of Lima, with a force of be- 
tween 9 and 10,000 men, and it was sup- 
posed he would immediately march against 
that city, where they were ready to oppose 
him with 2,500 European troops and 6,500 
railitia, all ne men, well disciplined, and 
dereted to the cause of their sovereign. 

'Fhe British brig Specuiator, Peter 
Gould master, captured hy the Chitian 
ship of war Andres, captain John Hlings- 
worth, was detained for eight days, during 
which shie was searched, and 25,000 dol- 
lars, shipped at Guyaquil for a mercantite 
hguse in Kingston, were taken out of her.

His majeaty the king 
raceived this sad news by s report from the 
aide-de camp of the prince, colonel count Von 
Nostitz, and also by a verbal communication 
from captain Von Rudorf, the second aìde-de- 
camp. flis majesty immediately gave orders 
that the ertmy should put on mourning for eight 
days, and dispatched count Blucher, of Wahl- 
stadt, the prince’s grandson, witb a most gra- 
cious letter of condolence to the dowager priu- 
Ces<. 

Our readers will be glad to hear some ec- 
count of (he last days of the prince’ hfe. Oa 
the 5th his majesty sent from Breslaw his mide- 
de-csmp, mayor-general Von Witzleben, to 
him. Ere prince was very weuk, bult in full 
posserston of his mental faculties, He desired, 
general Witzleben to thank his mujesty’» for 
uil he favours he hed counferred on him, to re- 
Commend his wife to his mujesty’s kindncos. and 
tu beg that he might be buried witbout osten- 
tation in the rpen countiy‚ ine field on the 
roud between Krib'owiiz, und Kunst, on s spot 
which he described, under three lime trees. 
Un the vbservetion of (he general that he need 
not tv think bis death so near, as the physicians 
by vo means considered his cave as desperats, 
he said “ I know that shall die, for feel it 
better then the physiciums can Judge of my 
Bituation. [ die without reluctance, fer l am 
now of Ro further use.

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MANIFEST 


OF THE PROVINCES OF VENEZUELA TO THE CIVILIZED NATIONS 


‚ On its being known in Venezuela that the 
seditious Simon Bolivar, « native of this pro- 
vince and the author of all her safferings, did 
torae time ago annoance to Europe the forma- 
tion of a general congress of its provinces in 
the capital of Guayana: on observing the spirit 
from wheacethat insidious manifrst erose, aad 
purposes for which such an eudacious, and 
scandalous step is intended ; on examiniag the 
hopes and promises by which the embition of 
foreign adventurers is roused ; and finally sse- 
ing that the miserable wretches ia that revolu- 
tionacy farce, have assamed to themselves the 
title of representatives, sullying by such atro- 
cious imposture the honor of a people who, ia 
the midst of sheir aflliction, bare alwaps been 
worthy the consideration of respectabie men ; 
the members of corporations an} municipali- 
ties, legitimately chosen by their fellow citigens 
to represent them, could not see without indig- 
Dution such imposture, nor without horror the 
insinaation of infidelity which is indirectly 
thrown out against them, pityiag at the eume 
time the ungaarded, who by such means may 
fall a victim to the most senseless and an- 
bounded ambition, 


M the legitimate representatives of the inha- 
bitans of Venezuela have hitherto been silent in 
the midst of the calamities which have nMicted 
their canstituents, it was entirely owing to tha 
consideration of their sufferings being only 
westricted to their furtunes aad interior tran- 
quility, for their obedience to the government 
vf their sovereign waa never doubted nor sas- 
pected, which was the only comfort remaining 
of the many which they formerly enjoved, and 
which is to them the most precious. Bat when 
a horde of men ef the most inconceivable im- 
padence attempt to comprehend ead maske 
them parties in their revolutionary proceedings, 
they consider it their duty for the first time to 
apar before the Kuropean nations who ob- 
sorve tbem, for the purpose of making hem 
acqusinted with facts which have bitherto been 
kept from them, as also with the rank, char- 
acter and designs of those perfidiogs upstarte 
calling themsclves representatives. It is bigh 
time that for the good of mankind Enrope 
should know the true situation of Venezoele ; 
her legitimate representatives, therefore, will 
present & correct etutament of her sotual cop- 
dition. 

Those inhsbitants living for three oentaries 
in the undisturbed enjoyment of pesce, justice 
and liberty, gradually advanced toa degree of 
elmost inoredible prosperity, when at once a few 
uvapiipcipled and ungruteful mep stept forward 
to destroy even their best hopes. 'l'hey infa- 
mously took advantage of the glorious struggle 
between Spain and Bonuparte, by basely insult- 
ing in adversity the very country to which 
th:y owed their illustration and political exiat- 
ence. They embraced the mumant, when she 
could not lose sight of a cunning and powerful 
geurper, to put into execution projects long be- 
fore conceived and traced out: projects which 
in otbercircumstanges wou'd have expired wich 
them, Thus it was that the arrival of the first 
news of the entrance of the Franch iato Ande- 
lusia, was the signsl of the revolution in Cars- 
cas, which took place the 19th April, 1810, « 
day of mourning and ignominy to these pro- 
vinces. . 

A handfal of men, notorious for their vices, 
upset the work of 300 years in the presence of 
&n astonished multitude who were anprepared 
for such an event, and the loyal corporation of 
the cupital fostering three pekel in their 
bosom, fell a victim to their audacity, to terror 
and sorprise. They tonk possession of the helm 
of goverament, pretending it was for the beet 
service of the king, end thas carried rebellion 
etery where with the exception of the loyal 
nen of Coro, and the capital of Maracaybo. 

bilst, Ilke on all similar occasions, men of re- 
spectubility remained in the interior of their 
habitations trembling for their safety: the igno- 
rant end iocsutious lower classas followed, sj. 
though ionocentiy end thoagbtless, tbe aade- 
cioas traitors who were flsttering them. The 
people bowed obedience tu the very men whom 
Shry probably ebhorred , this obedience was 
the oftepring vf fear. 'T'be members of the eor- 
Porations and municipalities were the first vic- 
tims of this feer and of the revolationary farcue 
which copfounded ell ; there sen only « few 
amongat them who forgot the daties due to 
the king. 

At that perioct the friends of disorder in Ve. 
nezuela threw off the mask and united themsel. 
vee with the revolutionery faction: Gambiers, 
&noassine, ambitioas men, all those who either 
had to fear the laws or had nothing to expect 
from a regular government, jolaed them ; and 
the irmamense cums, which through « prudent 
system of ecocomy were acoumaleted io be 
tressory, destined to foment the prosperity of 
Venenuele, fail « prey te she fao'inus, O8tieting 
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the avarice of some, and narsing the hopes 
of others. 

However, notwithstending these repeated de- 
predations and positive acts of rebellion, the 
name of the king headed all the proceedings 
and decrees of the faction, for they knew tbe 
loyalty of the people wbom they tyrannized: 
they knew that the existence of their asurpa- 
tion depended on the nameof a raan whom the 
people respected, adored, and blindiy obeyed : 
they knew the perilons state of heir situation 
were they to take off the veil which covered 
their designs , consequeptiy all their operations 
were founded upon the basis of deceit which 
supported their tyranoy, ‘Thus, wbilst in the 
interior of the country they seduced men to 
join them, abroad they announced « new order 
of things as being the general will of the people 
of Venezuela, soliciting foreign assistance and 
relations, whereof they stood ia need. They 
presented notbing te the people that was not 
cloaked with the character of submission, and 
obedience to tbe sovereign— How mucb they 
exclaimed against Bonaparte for the imprisoo- 
ment of H.M. in Valency !— How many perfi- 
dious and solema protests were issued by them 
for the preservation of bis righta!— How many 
false oaths did they teke to maintain an ever- 
laeting union with tbe Spanish nation! —The 
insolent wretches made a jest of the candor of 
our people, whilst at the same time, either by 
indirect means or by psrticalar sgents, tbey 
propagsted the poisonous seed of hatred to the 
laws, to the royal diguities, and to the person 
of the king. 

This iniquitoas and perverse conduct, if it was 
capable of deceiving for some time the malti- 
tude, coal not hare the same effect upon men 
of sense who, watching closely their operatioas 
penerated their mysteries. It was theo, when 
bundreds of Americans end Europeans, the 

cinc'pal persons of the capital, raased by their 
oyulty, formed the first reaction against thore 
traitoss, and it was then also, wheo, for the 
first time, the free and general sense of the 
people wasdecisred. Unfortunately the leaders 
of the counter-revolution were be'rayed, through 
the perfidy of two Earopeaos wbo wece in the 
secret, and in consequence of this sct of tresch- 
ery, those illastricus Speniards, of both he- 
miegpheres, suffered be confiscation cf their 
property, banisb:uent, and all tbe evils of rero- 
lationary fury. 

Shorily after these sed occarrences, and to- 
wards the latterend of ‘bs sarne year, appeared 
in thís capital the celebrated edventurer of 
Nerwinda (Miranda) wko had left the asylam 
which tha generong of Great Britain sforded 
bim ia London. teceded by e reputation 
which perhaps he did not deserve, and adorned 
with the quslity of a fellaw countryman, the 
lower ranke saw him with pleasure, and the 
faction began to hope that one dey he woa!d 
render them services worthy of bie fame; bat 
this smbitioes mao, full of metapbisicat theo- 
ries, came to bis native country for the purpose 
of augmenting anarchy and disorder, of propa- 
gating dangereus idees, sud of forming parties 
which brought her to tbe brink of the most 
dangerous precipice. 

The first months of the year 1811 were sig- 
nalized by a farce equal to that which late!y 
was ezhioited in the cepital cf Goayana. Tha 
people of Venezuels received orders to elect ìn- 
dividaals for another corporation also callad the 
general congress of these provinces, in which 
election all the forme of pomp end ostentation 
were observed which could be invented for (hbe 

urpose of sedacing, hellucinating, and inspir- 
Ing ideas of legitimacy in the formsticn of ches 
body. The people, bowever, (meser losing sight 
of the government of their forefathers) when 
tkey eoull not evoid obeying those disposition, 
considered it ane farce, and gave tbe msjority 
of votes to persous of known respectabil;:y and 
love to the king. ‘Thus, in spite of all che Ín- 
trigues, bribes, promises end threats wbich pre- 
ceded :he eloctior, tÀc general congress of be- 
nezuela waa chieây composed of mon of hoaor, 
against the wishes and expectations of tbe fac- 
tion. Then, for the first Ume, the free oad 
general will of the people wan expressed, the 
elected having adbered to the inteations of their 
constituents, by dedicsting themselves exclu- 
sively to prevent or ligbten the public afBietions. 

So many pablie end private proofs of the opi- 
pion of the people of Venezucls: so many ansac- 
cesfal efforts to bring them over to the partieans 
of the rebellion : 10 meny suûnd and eloquent 
erguments in opposition to the system, at lest 
obliged the faction to present themeelves in their 
true colours, sad tothbrow off the meek which 
had become insignificant. The Stb Jaly 1811, 
was the day hastily appointed to consummate 
the crime ig the presence of « terrified and con- 
sternated people: on thrt dey tbe Spanish deg 
was torn to pieces by bends that were anwertby 
to bold it: the portraits of oes kinge wers deg. 
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ged through the streets: the principal leaders of 
the fuction, being intozicated, ran in the most 
indecent manner through every part of the town 
manifesting the ideas which tbey formerly en. 
desvoured to conceal: tbe cries of a senselesn 
independence, and the circumstances attending 
it were the forebodings of an anarchy which 
soon followed, and which gave rise to preten- 
sions wbich terrifi-d even tbose who were (he 
authors of this disorder. 

„ That day of sh. me which ezcited the indigne- 
tion of the people, and dispeiled the illusion, al 
0 gave NEW end dresdful proofs of the general 
will of the ie de of Caracas and of the city of 
Velencia. any huadreds of Baropeens and 
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Ä mericans of all classes formed another reaction 
which Was discovered in the former city, in 
which 16 Subjects of H. M,were sacrificed ; bat 
being ea'fied into effect in the latter place, it 
Was onfoftunately terminated by force, after 
deloging the streets with blood. Thus they 
declared again the free and general will of 
Venezuela. 
‚_ Theecorporations, and municipalities believed 
it necessary to throw a veil over these gioomy 
days which continoed until the occupation of 
the capital by the king's troops; for they pre- 
sented nothing bat disorder and general misery; 
® paper-money Which roined all : « peop!e witin- 
Out laws: & faction ia the height of deliriùm. 

It was st the close of that period wheu in the 
cherscter of commandant of Faerto Cabelio, Sie 
too Bolivar sppeared in the scene esn public 
fanctienary. Being opo!ently bred up, his edu- 
Cation neglected, full of insupportabie pride 
which hbe owed to his charucter and fortane, atu- 
pid sod eorrupted frozn a l;fe without restreint, 
religion or morals, it was evident that one day 
he weuld fill with biood and erimes the couutsy 
whieb he should dominate. His rat act-was co 
condemn to dezth, two bonorsbie and innocent 
Meg, worthy of « better fate, withoat tbe forme 
of a trial, or without soy other authority chan 
bis owa will. 

Abeut that period a few hundred of tbe loyal 
inhabitants of Coro, and Europeans, onder the 
command of the brave and fortunate cuptain D. 
Domingo Monteverde, merched from that most 
loys! city eod penetrated as far as Carora.— 
That step only wasen iacontestibie proof of 
the intrepidiy whicb wan excited ; for it waa 
necessary to overcome miiitary obstacies supe- 
tior in reality to the forces which opposed (hero, 
Notwithstanding they were overcome, Carora 
was occupied, and a door cpebed to a series of 
happy events which followed. Tbere ‘he chief 
of this handful of brave men ceceisrd from the 
depaties of Barquisimeto, and other districts, 
Ybelr vows of eltegiance ; end then cormmenced 
to manifest itself in reality the free and general 
will of Venezuela. Thousands of Veanezaelians 
Îlew from all parts to unite themselves with the 
royal troops; who not meeting aow with great 
obetecies, occupied the capital, after a capitole- 
tion, emidst the rejuicings of its inhebitante— 
Never did a people manifest so publicly their 
sentiments and allegiance, not was (oere ever 
een sv oprety 8 restoration to the ancien: or. 
det ef thiuus. 

Altheach ;n that capieoletlon (celebrated -f. 
terwerds for the impatatons that were atte:by- 
ted toit) th-re was estabiisl,:-d an aôsolute for- 
getfulness of all that passed zith respect to the 
tersilory nut reconguered until that day, note 
Withstanding it was evident that ít cooid only 
legally «pply to the erime of rebellion. The 
robber, the incendiary, tbe assasin, and other 
criminals, to tbe prejudice of « third party, 
could not be comprebended in that articie; 
because no sethority could dispose jastiy and le= 
gelly of the propertiesaud rigbte of «thirdparty, 
‘Thus, Simon Bolivar, although free of the crime 
of rebellion, in virtue of that convention, cou'd 
not be free of the crime of atsassiaution, and 
cobsequently oaght to bave been tried by the 
laws, end coudemned or absolred aceording te 
the merits of hie cause. 

But a very differeot fste attended him. He 
Waatreeted by tbe conqaeror wiche marked at- 
tention, and obteined e free passport for the 
island of Curagso: s generosity incompatible 
with the character of the person on whom it 
was bestowed. 

The goveroment of the king cootinged in Ven. 
ezuela trom August 1812 until Jety 1813: « 
year of agitation and dread, ip which the faith. 
ful subjects af the king trembled for their safe. 
ty,and in which many of the old partisans ia 
be rebellion groaved in prison : « year in which 
tbe measures of governroent often announced 
danger, and excited public fear. 

The corporstions, sud maonicipelitiee reenllect 
witb sorrow the scenes of thus melencholy 
months, and the declisraations which afterwards 
Simson Bolivar presented to the wocìd, and which 
he styled violation of the convention in order to 
justify the etrocious crimes committed eoder 
het pretezt; but io recelling those soecen ta 
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ind, they afficm to all Europe that the pro- 
ceedinge of the Spanish government against tbe 
parties concerned in the rebellion (the conven- 
tion being then sanctioned) became public after 
the occupation of the capital by Bolivsr, „hen 
these same persecuted individuals, being then 
released, declared publicly their schemes; ex- 
posed them to the government, and were CoDsé- 
guently rewarded. 

The corporations and municipalities cannot 
bat observe how unjust and criminal were the 
ulteriar projects and proceedings of the parse 
cuted individuals, even had the measures of he 
Spanish government in Venezuela been arbitra- 
ry ; because s supreme authority existed ìn the 
nation, to which all complaints coald be submit- 
ted, which would redress them agreeably to jus- 
tice; no other body could assume such authority 
without committing high treason. 

In that year of distrust and terror, the un- 
grateful Simon Bolivar, iadignantly furgelting 
the favours wbich he received, sailed from Cu- 
regeo for Certhagene, end thence proceeded to 
the capital of Santa Fé, to put into ezecütion 
tbose plans which he had projected in the deli- 
rium of ingratitude. He in fact collected to- 
gether in Carthagena some fugitiv-s uf Vene- 
zuels, end ® number of foreigners, the outce ste 
of their own countries, to whom be gave military 
rank, and commeneed his military career. 

The corporutions, and monicipalities think it 
their duty to manifest to Europe that it Was at 
this period when the factiousof Carthagenadis- 
posed now to follow him, formed che convention 
of the war of death, by which they ezchanged 
military rank fur the heads of Spaniarde, and 
divided amongst themselves the properties of 
whom they bad assassinated, It was sanction- 
ed on the 46th Janaery, 1813, and signed end 
senled by Anthony Nicols Brizeno, Anthony 
Rodrigo, Joseph Debraine, Lewis Marquis, 
George H. Delon, B. Henriquez, Lewis Cuz, 
John Silvestor Chaquea, and Francis de Paula 
Navas, 

‘T'he corporations end municipalities, concei- 
ved that if st has been necessary to recall totheir 


recollectian the mastinfamous convention which - 


has ever been heard of, they are bound also to 
banisù it immediately from their memories for 
the honour of humanity, and from respect toa 
people whe in consequence thereof were redu- 
eed to desolation and moorning. 

_ The cruel traitor, having succeeded in collect- 
Ing some assistance in Santa Fé, crushed opon 
his coantry preceeded by the fame of « war of 


death which he esecuted with the utmost rigour, 
‘The terrified and defenceless people, made nut 


the least resistance, end the military force 
scattered over the country could as little oppose 
them. They penetrated with wonderful velo- 
city to the capital of Venezuele, which was 
evacuvated precipitately and ina manner seldom 
to be met within bistory. Nevercanh be effaced 
from the memory of the people that terrible 
day in which the shores of Lie Guayra remein- 
ed covered with the faithful subjects of the 
king; in which they eaw themselves separated 
from their relations and acqusintances, who to 
avoid being sacrificed to the revolutionary fury, 
were obliged to fly from their couatry. 

The domination of this berbarian lasted ele- 
ven months: a period which made the pras- 
perity of hie country retrocede many years; 
which was constantly marked by assassinations, 
Violence, rapine and impiety ; and in which tha 
whims, the desires and caprices of the tyrant 
were the only inviolable laws of Venezuela. 
The corporations and munieipelities think it 
Upnecesssry to bring to recollection the scan- 
dalous order of the Bth Webraary, 1914, eon- 
demning to deuth 800 Faropean Spanierds, who 
were executed on the 1&th, 15th and kôth of 
that month, announcing that their only crjme 
was the place of their nativity : when they as- 
aassinated publicly men of ninety years of age: 
mea infirm and prostrated on the bed of viele. 
ness : men who by their sirtaee were the hon- 
our of our cities, and from whom they had re- 
Ceived the most sigoal bepefits : the bluod of the 
Most innocent was shed by the hands of the 
Rie an Ae Bolivar became the most 

ious of aìl despots ; t i 
prei een bh ; the assassin of the most 
ut if these eleven months were terrì 

the faithful subjects of the king, dies Ee Ade 
lese so for the factioas ; tor scarcely had Bolivar 
perenen the capital by his presence, when he 

ad enemies tu contend with: every where a de- 
stractive war commenced, in which the king'e 
Perty bed almost alwaysthe advantage, and the 
small groups at tbe comrencemest became in 
the end large armies of faithful Americans, who 
destroyed him in different battles and ignomini- 
on espelled him from his coontry. Fourteen 
thousand Americees, volunterily collected tag e- 
ther, an& eommanded by colonele D. Josef Cc- 
valios and D. Josef Thomese Boves, and by the 
ovmmacdaat D. Josef Yenez, by their victurious 
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arms, have told the world, what was the frel 
and general wish of Fenezuela. 

Venezuela remained purged of the principal 
monsters which infested her, and Bolivar, who 
ought to have concealed his shame in the most 
distant countries, presented himself in Santa Pe. 
He did not know that rirtue, er.d his thirst for 
blood, hud not yet been satiated with that which 
he had shed of hisown country. ‘The govern- 
ment of said province knew tue ef bim, and 
committed the grievous errer vf confiding to his 
chargea military force _ ‘Then they saw for the 
first time, in ther pacific towns, assaassinations 
and rapine, which in two years of tsouble they 
had never ezperienced. Their capital wus 
drenched with the blcod of its inkabitaute: their 
riches were the booty of that horde of assassins ; 
and the government which commisoned him, 
saw themselves under the necessity, to vare the 
remainder, to proscribe hìm, pursue bim, and 
expel him from their territory. 

t was at that period of misfortune, when the 
grand expedition, under his excellency D. Pablo 
Morillo, appeared on the coasts of Venezuels. 
Never had these seas witnessed soreipecteble an 
armament. Ten thousand of those men who had 
so gloriously given liberty to their country, and 
a general whom they adored, took under their 
direction the peace and destioy of these provin- 
ces. 
The corpoeations and monicipalities do not 
think it necessary to bring ta their memory the 
triumphs of these valiant men in the estensive 
tersitory of Santa Fé; the rapid and able milita- 
ry movements by which these immense provin- 
ces were reduced to peace, and the government 
of the king restored; and in a word all tbat was 
etfected for their perpetual preservation; but 
they deemed it indispensable to follow up Simon 
Rolivar, who, at this period, was u refugee in 
Jamaica and the Cayes, devising new plans, 
searching for a new party, and collecting tbe 
fugitives from the Spanish continent, to wssem- 
bie them st the island of Margarita : Margarita 
which but a few months before in the midst of 

eace had risen the cry of another rebelison, 
headed by the most ferocious and ignorant of 
men, by the assussin and braisl Arismendi, 
whose nume the corporationsand municipalities, 
for the honorand regard of these inhabitants 
think proper LO omit making further mention. 

Venezuela wus invaded then in different 
points, and-at that period appeared the Scotch 
adventurer Gregor Mac Gregor, the Dutchman 
Lewis Brion, the ezecrabie Emanuel Piar, and 
many otber turbulent or misguided foreigners, 
who sought for scenes adapted to the restlesness 
of their character or means of re-establishing 
their fortunes, and satssfying their vices ‘I'he 
Antilles they made the focos cf that pestlential 
cantagion, which tlew over an annihilated con- 
tinent, but thet was ready to ezpel it. 

The result of these irsuptions was public. Si- 
mon Bolivar wae defeated on the heigbts of Ma- 
riara by some European troops, and by many 
huadreds of Americans who llew to arms, writ 
ing with theìr bleed the frec and general vote 
of Venezuela. The remsinder of his benditti 
indigrantiy abandoned by hie were headed by 
Mac Gregur, end in ther despair compelled to 
traverse the province of Caracas through its im- 
mense oninhabited plains es fur as the cupital 
of Barcelona, which being defenceless was oc- 
cupied by;them. There this adventurer joined 
Enanast Piar who had penetrated by the eost 
of Cumena with as many of the Sart Dosmingn 
negroes as he couid coilect from Guiria ; and 
there it was where the Scotchman viscovered 
the designs cf thie wicked nran, which were to 
repeat in Venezuela tbe scenes of Guarico, on 
which he escaped to St. Thomas with the 
whites who couid accompany him. 

Simon Bolivar nv less cowardiy (han insolent, 
appeered in Barcelona when Piar hud elreedy 
abandoned that territory (he having passed the 
Oronouque withtheobjectofsubduing Gusyene.) 
There he collected together a few hundred men 
from Margerita, some foreigners from the An- 
tilles, and as many men es he cuuld compel by 
farce to srrve onder him, end attempted to in- 
rade the cepital of Venezuela. Butet this first 
outset the Indians of the mission of Pirrits, 
headed by the brave colonel D, Francis Xime- 
nez, completely destroyed his whale force oo 
the banks of the river Unsre, which frustrated 
ali his projects, and furnished another proof on 
that celebrated dey of the free and general will 
of Venezuela. 


He returned to Barcelona loaded with (he dis- 
grace uf his defent and was joined there by some 
hoadred men under his colleegue James Ma- 
rifo, from the province of Cumens, and he re- 
mained in (hat city until the approach of tbe 
king’s army compelled him to leave the pro- 
vince, and paas the Oronoque, and join the corps 
of Piar which oppersted in Gaeyene with suc- 
eess. He Sheedoned the garrison of the city 
ef Barcelona to ite fate, with promises of speedy 


assistance, but they trgether with the governor, 
Peter Freites, became vitcims of their eredulitg. 

While these events succeeded each other in 
Venezuela the people gave incessant proofs of 
their love and adhesion to the government of 
the king. His ekcellency the general in chief, 
PD. Pablo Morillo, with some corps of the army, 
executed that march which will always form 
one of the most glorious epochs in his mi- 
litay life. From the capitul of Santa Fe, hetra- 
versed mountains and defiles which were al- 
most impassable: immense Sandy deserts, 
where for many Icagues water was not to be 
procured, and in a climate the most ardent ef 
the 4ezrid zone: frightfu! desgrts in which tribes 
of Luarunsavages only were to hbe met with; 
ang rivers which for their maginitude are un- 
known ìn Spain. Theyyencountered all the 
evils which nature could present in every form, 
end having overcetne therm al!, he appeared on 
the banks of Apure, with forces far inferior ia 
number, ta combat the barbarian Paez, who es- 
caped fcom the victorious arme of the king, and 
owed hie salvatian in 1814 to the immense de- 
serts which lay between the Arauca and the 
Mete, and where be collected all the villaine 
who evaded the vigilance and justice of the go- 
vernment, 

At thattime the inhabitantsof these provinces 
began to know His Bxcellency personally, end 
to divest themselves with inezplicable satisfac- 
tian of the dread which ignorance or malignity 
had inspired them respecting the violence of 
bis charucter ; and thep it was they saw that in 
His Ercellency were combined the General, 
the tubject of the king, the friend of justice 
and of order, the person most worthy of the 
confidence of Venezeula, and the toost proper 
to free her of her aggressor : sentiments which 
the corporatiuns, municipslities have naw the 
pleasure of bringing back to their recolle tion, 
and which sre ingraved indelibly in their hesrts. 

fo terminate the wer in a country having 
200 leagues of const, and with a chain of islands 
belonging to different nations in front, His Ex- 
cellencyfknew the importance of raising a large 
military force, and having manifested kis design 
to the people, his standarde were surrounded by 
thousands of Americans anzioue to merit his 
confidence, and to exterminate their enemies, 
winch furnishes another incuntestabie proof vf 
what was the general desire vf Venezuela. 

In the meantime S:mon Bolisar heving pass 
ed the Oronoque, and formed « jenctien with 
the division of Pier, hud the ert to avsassinate 
the Istter publicly, with all the formality of « 
legel sentence: he possessed himself of the 
ammand cf his troops, and of the fsuits cf hie 
campaign, and occupied the capital of Gusvane 
eracuuted by the royal traops, end by almest 
al! its inhubitans efter e hezvic defence, and 
where many brave men fell a sucrifice to hun- 
ger. Rarely hasthe hke been witnessed in 
any people, nor greater sacrifices, constaney or 
valor,nora general will more clearly manifested. 

It was at thin time when (he brigends un- 
der James Meriîo were in the province of Cu- 
mans posse ssed themselves of Cariace, Caru- 
psno and ofher towns, insteiled a General Con- 
gress of Venezuela at the former plsce, under 
the same sopposition, that it was by the gene- 
ral suffrage of its inhabitans; and wben to the 
no little surprise and amasernent of the public 
that same body was proseribed by Simon Boli- 
var, its members declared traitors, who being 
nbliged to fly, were pursued in every direction 
by their own sdherents. 

The corporations and municipalities think it 
Upnecessary to present to Europe the rapid aud 
astonishing marches which his excellency the 
general in chief and many corps of the ermy 
made in traversing the whole of Venezuclu : 
they dispersed the brigands which appeared s- 
buut the towns of the cosst of the province 0 
Cumana : they gave to Margaritta & lesson 
which its perjured inbabitants will never for- 
ket ; and they oppesred in Caracas to continue 
their operations. Klis ezcellency and pert of 
bis ermy had marchrd overs spsce of 600 
leagues, in the period of seven months, and over- 
Câme obstacles, privations and euffering® which 
Can oply be conceived from experience ; bot 
the corporations end municipelities do not 
think proper to pass over hestily the cempaigo 
of 1415 ; hoeske it was perhep» the most glo- 
Tious epach nf the history of Venezuela, and 
marked the love end attrchmert of the people 
to the gavernment of the king.
